Sir 


Agreeably to the plan we proposed I have been running 4 furnaces on 5¢ metal, making 
$3200 of the blanks per day. After running successfully for 2 days, one of the melters, J.T. Kulp, 
came this morning, looked at his furnace, and left without giving the least hint to any one of his 
intention or its cause. 


In order not to diminish the fullest supply of 5¢ blanks without overtime, I was obliged to 
take a hand from the sweep cellar to melt, at some inconvenience. In order to supply the 32 melts 
of silver daily, beside the above amount of 5¢ metal, especially in this weather. I need every man 
of my force.
